REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

1 1 . The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
While 80% EO is at least 70% or 75%. there is no support for at least about 70%. The specification supports EO:PO of 80:20 
and not about 70%. The ethylene oxide and propylene oxide contribute to the prepolvmer of Muller. Regarding applicants' 
argument that Muller teaches the manufacture of a foam, it is noted that the claims do not exclude foam materials. Muller does 
not describe hydrophobic product but rather, the prepolvmer of Muller is made up of hvdrophilic and hydrophobic units such as 
the claimed composition. The claims are directed to compositions and future intended use carries no patentable weight so that 
although applicant says that the Muller prepolvmer are not useful! as tissues adhesives. the composition of the instant claims 
comprising EO and PO and the future intended use has no patentable weight. The rejection on record still applies.
